VIRGINIA BEACH— A Norfolk man was arrested by Virginia 
Beach Police early Monday evening for operating a whiskey still 
in a neat, brick home on Holly Road at 33rd Street. 

Ray M. Hutcheson, 29, of 334 W. Princess Anne Road, Nor- 
folk, was apprehended by police when he walked into the house 
about 6:15 p.m. He has been 



charged under the state .law 
with violation of the ABC Act, 
section 4-75, in possession of un- 
taxed whiskey and also under 
section 4-77, in possession of dis- 
tillery equipment. He will ap- 
pear in Virgfrm tfrirh , Paura 
Court, January 7. 

The still wai discovered 
ifter • City Water Department 
meter reading showed that the 
occupants hed used 90,000 
gallons of water in a 2-month 
period. The average family 
uses 8-10,000 gallons. A raj* 
pair man investigated for a 
leak in the pipes and noticed 
a strong whiskey odor, neer 
the house. The police were 
then alerted. 



Police Lt. C. R. Bailey checked 
the house about 2 p.m. Monday 
and found evidence of a still. 
He contacted Police Chief 
Reeves E. Johnson who obtained 
a search warrant. A search of 
the premises revealed 12 275- 
gallon oil drums set up m the 
west side of the garage, 10 of 
which were still filled with 
mash that had been used. 

Chief Johnson set up a police 
stakeout at the house and 
called in W. T. McFarland, area 
supervisor for the Treasury De- 
partment's Alcoholic Tax Unit, 
George Shucker of the ABC 
Board, add their investigators 
who joined the surveillance. 
Maintained Watch 

The law enforcement officers 
waited in the house until 
Hutcheson returned. They main- 
tained the stake-out during the 
night but no other participants 
showed up, Johnson said. 

The cooker had been re- 
moved, he said, which indicated 
that the operators were dis- Johnson said 



mantling the still when caught. 
Up until 7 p.m. Tuesday police 
and the other investigators were 
collecting evidence and destroy- 
ing equipment. They emptied 
about 2,750, gallons of mash. 

" e *fii the house, which is owned 
by a Panama Canal pilot and 
was rented by the still opera- 
tors about Sept. 15, the police 
found a chimney built in the 
garage used in conjunction with 
the cooker and an exhaust fan 
to take off the strong odors 
through the roof. Rubber and 
plastic hose and pumps were 
used to drain the mash into a 
swamp at the rear of the prop- 
erty. 

The occupants had the house 
scantily furnished, with only a 
couple of beds, a television set 
and a few chairs. Curtains were 
hung at the garage door win- 
dows and shades were drawn 
throughout the house. The in- 
terior was Uttered with empty 
sugar bags, jars and jugs, stop- 
pers, barrels and other debris. 

The operators had apparently 
spent most of their time playing 
cards and watching television, 
Johnson said. The kitchen was 
stocked with canned foods and 
old work clothes and empty 
beer cans were strewn about the 
rooms. 

Each of the oil drums held 27 
gallons, Johnson said. The still 
could produce 324 gallons in one 
running and they could make a 
run every three or four days. 

This -was the first still found 
in the Virginia Beach city limits 
in many years and the first one 
the Virginia Beach. Police has 
handled in about 12 or 13 years,

change could be established 

The establishment of a metro- 
politan exchange in Tidewater 
is one of a number of improved 
services and reductions in tariffs 
announced Friday by the State 
Corporation Commission. Re- 
duced tariffs will mean a sav- 
ings of about $1 million to Vir- 
ginia telephone subscribers, the 
commission said. 

The existing toll charge will 
be eliminated on calls between 
Portsmouth and Virginia Beach. 
Tolls will also be eliminated on 
calls between subscribers of 
Princess Anne Telephone Co. 
and all zones of the new metro- 
politan exchange, between Great 
Bridge of Norfolk & Carolina 
Telephone Co. and ' Virginia 
Beach, and between, the Prin- 
cess Anne and Great Bridge ex- 
changes. 

The nine provisions include: 

• Additional central office 
equipment must be provided in 
12 C&P Wire Centers and in 2 
Independent Company centers. 
(Great Bridge and Princess 
Anne) These centers are Nor- 
folk — Bute Street, Granby, Se- 
wells Point, Chinese Corner, 
Robbins Corner, South Norfolk 
and Plaza Trail. Portsmouth — 
High Street, Deep Creek, Hodges 
Ferry and Churchland. And also 
Virginia Beach. 

• Additional floor space will 
be required for equipment in 
all 12 C&P Centers. Minor al- 
terations, of the buildings will 
be required in most cases. 
Building additions may be re- 
quired in some cases. 

• About 250 additional trunk 
lines will be required between 
the C&P area and the Norfolk & 
Carolina Indeoendent Company 
area. Part of these will be 
necessary to provide service 
improvements along with ex- 
tended local calling. 

• About 90 additional trunk 
lines will be required between 
our Portsmouth Centers and our 
Virginia Beach Centers. 

• About 100 additional trunk 
lines will be required between 
our Norfolk Centers and the 
Independent Company at Prin- 
cess Anne. 

• In order to accomplish 
these additional trunk lines, 



numerous carrier systems must 
be placed in the area. This 
equipment, installed in central 
offices, also in many cases re- 
quires intermediate repeater 
points to provide proper trans- 
mission. This will involve work 
and expenditures on the part of 
both C&P and the Independent 
Companies. 

• A major cable between 
Norfolk Bute Street and the 
South Norfolk Center must be 
reinforced. 

• All equipment must be 
engineered, scheduled, shipped 
installed and tested before be- 
ing placed in service. Normal 
growth must be programmed 
along with the immediate re- 
quirement. 

• About one million dollars 
in Construction expenditures 
will be required in order to ac- 
complish the above.

All other parts of Prin- 
cess Anne and Norfolk counties 
and South Norfolk buy water at 
an established rate which re- 
quires consumers outside Nor- 
folk to pay double the rate In- 
side the city. 

Virginia Beach buys the water 
from Norfolk at 27 cento per 
1,000 gallons bulk rate and, 
through its own water distribu- 
tion system, resells the water 
for more than double what it 
pays Norfolk.

The Story Behind Beach Erosion 
As It Applies to Virginia Beach 



It is only natural that with the extremely 
bad weather experienced here lately that 
thoughts would turn )o the sand beach, 
buf before anyone attempts to criticize the 
work being done to provide and keep this 
community with the necessary beach they 
should take time to read House Document 
382, of the 87th Congress, and Report No. 
2557, of the same 87th Congress. If these 
two reports were read it would indicate 
a part of the thought and study the Federal 
Government has given to the question of 
beach erosion and how best to control the 
problem. 

The local beach erosion commission has, 
from its inception, followed the advice and 
recommendations of the Army Engineers 
and of the United States Beach Erosion 
Board. Ih so doing it has had the benefit 
of years of study of the most competent 
engineers to be found anywhere on this 
subject. In addition, it has had financial 
assistance directly paid to the city treasurer. 

Congressional Report 2257 recommends 
that the Federal Government join in a 25- 
year participation in maintaining a sand 
beach here and helping to finance a pro- 
gram to maintain the beach. 

Individuals, before criticising what is 



being done, should inform themselves of 
this and probably one of the best ways to 
do this would be to have a public meeting 
provided representatives of the Army En- 
gineers and the United States Beach Erosion 
Board could be present. 
x The SUN-NEWS feels confident that our 
local beach erosion commission and the 
local engineering firm employed by the 
commission would be glad to join in such 
a public meeting. 

Our citizens are entitled to know and 
we are confident all three of these agencies 
want them to know just what is being done 
and has been done to protect our beach. 
All meetings of ,the local beach erosion 
commission have been and will continue 
to be open to the public and the records 
of these meetings are always open for pub- 
lic inspection. 

We have probably just been through the 
longest seige of a northeast storm in his- 
tory. Had it not been for the wonderful 
work that has been done we probably 
would not have an oceanfront east of At- 
lantic Avenue. 

It is very easy to criticize but people who 
do should offer constructive criticism if 
they are sincere and believe in the future 
of Virginia Beach.

Virginia Beach Firemen Display 
Raw Courage in Saving Lives 



Many tributes have been paid the 
personnel of the Virginia Beach Fire 
Department in the past for their fire-fight- 
ing ability and their prompt response to 
fire calls, but several days ago Chief E. B. 
Bayne and his men showed courage of the 
highest order in rescuing two persons from 
a burning house. 

The incident and the work of these men 
should not go unnoticed. Chief Bayne and 
tw4 firemen are given credit for saving the 
livek of a Virginia Beach couple when their 
horfie became ablaze and they were over- 
corne by smoke and fire. 

The Chief and Fireman Bill Moxley en- 



tered the burging house and brought out 
the man thinking he was the only occupant 
at the time. Moxley collapsed but was re- 
vived. Chief Bayne learned that a lady was 
in the house and he re-entered the blazing 
building along with Tony Faulk, a volunteer 
fireman. They located the woman and 
brought her to safety just before the house 
collapsed. , 

Both of these unfortunate fire victims 
are living today. They can thank the heroic 
efforts of Fire Chief Bayne and his men. 
Their display of courage and devofron to 
duty was something long to be remem- 
bered. 



Every time I pick up a newspaper or magazine, I see where 
some sociologist has spent a bundle of mon^y— usually donated 
by one of the large foundations — and come up with a study on 
the females in America.

Without question, the biggest 
•tefte attention-getting event 
for 4-H during the year is Na- 
tional 4-H Club Congress. The 
publicity given this youth move- 
ment during the week-long gath- 
ering in Chicago of some of the 
nation's finest 4-H member 
reaches right down into your 
own county to benefit the pro- 
gram there. 

Take a look 
at these im- 
pressive fig- 
ures! During 
the 1961 Club 
Congress, 116 
writers, editors 
and photogra- 
phers from 
n e w s p a p- 

Kolstor Evans ers ' ™ re S€rv " 
ices, farm and 

general magazines and other 
media gathered at the Conrad 
Hilton Hotel in Chicago to 
cover the event. Covering Club 
Congress for radio and televi- 
sion stations were 102 represen- 
tatives. And 57 information 
workers from land-grant col- 
leges and other official or semi- 
official organizations added 
their influential voices to the 
chorus of praise and description 
of 4-H. 

Two wire services covered 
Club Congress for more than 
8,500 domestic newspapers and 
radio stations. The Chicago daily 
papers alone devoted a total of 
nearly 11 pages to 4-H members 
and their doings during the 
weeK. 

Publications of all types 



reaching more than 45 million 
readers included reports of the 
great event. 

On radio and television, near- 
ly 500 delegates and 50 adult 
leaders told their 4-H stories to 
viewers and listeners in nearly 
every state in the nation. 
Thousands of spot announce- 
ments were scheduled by friends 
of 4-H in radio-TV studios all 
during Club Congress Week. 

Hundreds of stories and 
thousands of photos poured out 
of Club Congress headquarters, 
prepared by a Press Committee 
gathered from all parts of the 
country for this annual affair.

The frost is on the pumpkin 
and the corn is in the shock,

A hog that weighs about 200 
pounds live will suit the needs 
of most farm families best. 
Most hogs are slaughtered for 
their yield of lean meat, and 
after 200 pounds most of the 
weight gained is in the form of 
fat. 

A 200-pound hog will yield 
cuts that are desirable in size. 
Hams will weigh about 15 lbs. 
each, the loins about 10 to 15 
pounds, and the beMy will be 
thick enough for desirable 

bacon. ^>^/>^ 

Water temperatures of I4tTw v 
150' degrees are best for scald- 
ing hogs. Too high temepratures 
will contract the skin around the 
base of bristels and hold them 



tight. This is known as "setting 
the hair." 

The carcass should thoroughly 
chilled before any cutting is 
done. Then the carcass should 
be cut as soon as practical after 
it is chilled. There are several 
styles of cutting a pork carcass. 

It may be split down the cen- 
ter of the back. This will allow 
the removal of the loin from 
which comes roasts and chops. 
Some folks cut down each side 
of the backbone. From this style 
of splitting comes "country 
style" backbones and tender- 
loin. The hams, bellies, and 
shoulders are generally cured. 

The shoulder may be divided 
Into the Boston butt (the top 
half) and the picnic (bottom 
half ). The butt may be used 
fresh and the picnic cured for 
more variety. Excellent sausage 
may be made from the lean 
trimmings. In rendering lard, 
temperatures should not be- 
come higher than 240 degrees. 
Higher temperatures will lower 
the keeping quality of the lard. 

Information on curing hams is 
contained in Virginia Polytech- 
nic Institute bulletin 271, "Cur- 
ing Hams Virginia Style." Copies 
are available from my office. 



urea" differently, it should be 
sampled separately.

After a field is divided into 
uniform areas, take a soil sam- 
ple from each.

Lamb is a goodoneat and is 
good for you. It furnishes high 
quality protein as well as a 
worthwhile supply of iron and 
other minerals. Vitamin A, Bl, 
B2, Niacin, and other vitamins 
are also' present. 

It is included by Civil Defense 
along with beef as keeping 
without refrigeration under sur- 
vival conditions better than 
other meats. For this use, it is 
best to trim off the outside if 
molded and then cook before 
eating.

LAMB FACTS 

Lamb is always in season. 
Like other meats, it should be 
cooked at low or moderate tem- 
perature. It is roasted, as beef 
and veal, at 300* F., and may be 
served medium (175"F., internal 
temperature) or well done 
(180°F, internal temperature). 
The thin outer covering, the 
"fell," should not be removed 
from the leg, since it cooks in 
less time and holds its shape 
better. The fell should be re- 
moved from steaks and chops. 
Lamb chops, steaks and patties 
may be broiled, panbroiled or 
panfried. Lamb should be 
served hot or cold— never luke- 
warm.

'SINKING ISLAND' IS 
AT FINAL DEPTH 
FOR BRIDGE-TUNNEL 



BAYSIDE — The "sinking 
island" of the Chesapeake Bay 
Bridge-Tunnel has gone down 
about as far as it can go, Leon 
Johnson, Chief Engineer for the 
bridge -tunnel commission, re- 
ported today. 

The island is one of four be- 
ing built from scratch for the 
$200,000,000, 17.5-mile highway 
across the mouth of Chesapeake 
Bay. The islands will provide 
entrances for the two mile-long 
tunnels under two major ship- 
ping channels. 

Tidewater ■ Merritt-Raymond- 
Kiewit, the contractor, ran into 
a special problem with the 
island at the north edge of the 
Thimble Shoal channel. A soft 
peat bed was trapped between 
two layers of impervious clay of 
70 feet below the bottom of the 
bay. 

If left as it was, the peat bog 
would cause gradual settling of 



the island, and the cracking of 
any concrete structures built on 
it. 

The project's consulting en- 
gineers, Sverdrup & Parcel, or- 
dered a de watering operation to 
drain the peat bog. More than 
3,500 sand drams and 23 deep 
wells were driven into the bay 
bottom. Thousands i of tons of 
extra sand were piled on top of 
the eight-acre island. As the 
pumps drained out the water, 
the weight of the sand squeezed 
the peat bog into a hard, firm 
layer. 

"The plan worked perfectly," 
the commission's engineer re- 
ported today. "We have achieved 
almost total compaction and a 
stable foundation for the island. 

"Now the contractor can go 
ahead with construction of the 
island's concrete splash wall, 
tunnel approach ramp and ven- 
tilation building."

A master campus plan which 
follows the highest ideals of 
current educational philosophy, 
and yet echoes the Jeffersonian 
tradition of the University of 
Virginia, has been adopted by 
the trustees of Virginia Wesley- 
an College, the new four-year 
co-educational school proposed 
by The Methodist Church for the 
Tidewater area. 

The master-plan, an obvious 
departure from the usual col- 
lege arrangement, is an archi- 
tectural expression of the wide- 
ly-held view that student cam- 
pus living is an integral part of 
the learning process. Under it, 
living and formal learning 
would be as closely-related as 
possible. 

At the same time, the arrange- 
ment seeks to prevent the sub- 
mergence of the individual into 
a mass of almost nameless and 
faceless students. Individual in- 
struction and close faculty-stu- 
dent relationships are stressed. 

Also, since non-resident stu- 
dents are an important consider- 
ation in a metropolitan-area col- 
lege, special provisions for com- 
muters would be "built-in," so 
that local students would have 
many of the college opportuni- 
ties usually enjoyed only by 
those residing in dormitories. 

The controlling concept of the 
plan is that of the "academic 
village," an idea which by co- 
incidence parallels the original 
plans made for the University 
of Virginia by Thomas Jeffer- 
son. 

The "academic village" is a 
group of relatively small build- 
ings which would include dorm- 



itory rooms for students living 
on campus, study-cubicles for 
dsy students, dining facilities, 
•lounges, a number of class- 
rooms, and possibly' some facul- 
ty apartments. 

The plan envisions the even- 
tual erection of four such vil- 
lages, which would be grouped 
about a central complex of larg- 
er buildings. The larger build- 
ings would provide administra- 
tive offices and facilities such as.' 
the library and science labora- 
tories which would be used by 
students from ail of the villages. 

Both the architects and trus- 
tees of Virginia Wesleyan are 
convinced that the village-plan 
would help achieve the desir- 
able goals of uniting living and 
learning, protecting the status 
of the individual, and enhancing 
the college-experience of com- 
muters. 

The advantages would arise 
essentially from the division of 
the student body into small 
social units. Each village would 
have four student "houses," 
with each house providing dor- 
mitory rooms for 56 resident 
students and study-cubicles for 
a number of commuters. Each 
house would have its own stu- 
dent officers, intramural athletic 
teams, and faculty associates. 
Its members, including com- 
muters and faculty representa- 
tives, would dine together reg- 
ularly in the village dining 
room. 

From these basic social units

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EDITORIALLY SPEAKING 



The Sands that Come from the Sea 



We hope that during the past few days 
many citizens of Virginia Beach and the 
surrounding area have taken time to walk 
(Kit to the oceanfront here and view the 
beautiful sand beach which we have. We 
believe on Saturday and Sunday of the past 
week we had as wide a strand of sand 
beach as we have had during the past 20 
years. 

In its editorial of Friday, December 7, 
fhe Norfolk Virginian-Pilot, commenting 
©n the "sand that goes to sea" made the 
statement and we quote-. "The Virginia 
Beach Erosion Commission should be con- 
cerned too." If this is to mean the Virginia 
Beach Erosion Commission is NOT con- 
cerned then one should examine its mem- 
bership. Who are these members? Here 
is a rundown of that membership. 

JOHN W. McCOMBS, owner of a large 
hotel located on the Oceanfront, who 
derives income entirely from the tourist. 

HERBERT A. HOLT, JR., owner of sub- 
stantial interests in Oceanfront hotels and 
mofels, which derive income directly from 
the tourist. 

JAMES G. KONTOPANOS, restaurant 
operator, dependent almost entirely on the 
tourist for bis livelihood. 

ROBERT B. TAYLOR, official of a hard- 
ware and building supplies firm that is di- 
rectly affected by the tourist business. 

EDWARD H. CHURCH, president of a 
local bank, whose business is substantially 
affected by the tourist industry. 

All of these members have served on 
me commission for many years, some since 
its inception. They -have regular public 
meetings, some of them make regular in- 
spections of the beach and in some'' coses 
these inspections are made daily whenever 
a problem arises. They are not paid one 
penny for their time or expenses and for 
anyone to suggest that these citizens are 
not concerned is utterly ridiculous. 

But, what of the results? Before the 
plan of pumping sand was adopted the 



Federal Government .studied the problem 
for several years. Since that time fhey have 
consistantly studied the problem of erosion 
and the Army Engineers, in conjunction 
with the Virginia Beach Erosion Commis- 
sion and local engineers, have made recom- 
mendations which have been followed by 
the local commission. The Federal, State 
and local governments have made financial 
contributions to the program as outlined. 
If anyone has a better program for the 
restoration and maintenance of the beach 
the SUN-NEWS is sure that the Virginia 
Beach Erosion Commission and the Federal 
Beach Erosion Board would like to hear 
about it. 

Thousands of dollars have been spent 
at Willoughby and Ocean View putting in 
jetties and after the March storm thousands 
of dollars were spent pumping the beach 
back. Yet during the recent northeast storm 
which the Virginian-Pilot refers to Ocean 
View and Willoughby did not have any 
beach and streets in the City of Norfolk 
were flooded in many areas. Some con- 
cern should be shown for these problems 
rather than giving a neighboring city un- 
favorable publicity. 

Of course the old saying is: "In order to 
keep the spotlight off yourself talk about 
someone else." Because of the time of the 
year and in the spirit of brotherly love the 
SUN-NEWS suggests that it might be well 
if everyone were to read the 41 st and 42nd 
verses of the Sixth Chapter of Luke, and 
we quote: 

"And why beholdth thou the mote that 
is in thy brother's eye, but perceivest not 
the beam that is in thine own eye?" 

"Either how canst thou say to thy broth- 
er, Brother, let me pull out the mote that is 
in thine eye, when thou thyself beholdst 
not the beam that is in thine own eye? 
Thou hyprocrite, cast out first the beam out 
of thine own eye, and then shah thou see 
clearly to pull out the mote that is in thy 
brother's eye." 



When Penicillin Went Down the Drain 



The problem of drug regulation is a 
delicate and difficult one. To say the obvi- 
ous/ we are entitled to every reasonable 
safeguard that will help to insure the purity 
andjefficacy of these medicines. 

Efot "reasonable" should not be con- 
strued as a synonym for "inflexible." If 
laws and regulations are so strict and so 
arbitrary that adequate experiment and 
testing become impossible, or next to it, 
the damage done to the national health will 
be incalculable. 

Some 1 time ago the magazine Commen- 
tary said this: "When Prontosil, the first 
sulfa drug, was introduced in the U.S. it 
was judged ineffective by an outstanding 
authority who also dismissed early English. 
reports on penicillin as incredible. When he 
was offered penicillin for testing he poured 
it down the sink. The preliminary opinion, 
even of leaders in the field, is often far 



different from the final judgement of the 
medical profession as a whole. The only 
sound criterion of the ultimate value of a 
new drug is the consensus of medical opin- 
ion arrived at over a reasonable time and 
under the conditions of actual practice. If 
a government bureau is unduly swayed 
by ultraconservative skepticism it can pre- 
vent this judgement — and thus postpone 
indefinitely vital contributions to the health 
of our nation." 

Another point can be stressed here. A 
drug which may be beneficial to one 
patient may fail with another — it is a 
matter of whether one man's meat may, 
sometimes, be another man's poison. Only 
the physician is competent to decide what 
should and should not be administered in 
individual cases. Inflexible standards, ap- 
plied indiscriminately to all, cannot be 
permitted. 



Broad Wings 



American retailing has broad wings. 
They are reaching out over much of the 
civilized world. 

A traveler in England, for example, will 
notice how the concept of mass distribu- 
tion has crossed the seas. Supermarkets, 
American-style, are appearing in ever-in- 
creasing numbers. So are variety and other 
types of stores. Some of these, in fact, are 
owned by American chain companies with 
overseas subsidiaries. Others are locally- 
owned. But all follow, one way or another, 
fhe American pattern and they are proving 
enormously attractive to consumers. 



This does not mean that old ways of 
retailing have vanished. The ancient sys- 
tem of shopping where the housewife went 
to one store for fruits and vegetables, an- 
other for meat, and still another for bread, 
and so on down the list remains. But it is 
gradually giving way to the new. So big- 
volume, low-unit-profit mass distribution 
is bringing about a gradual retail revolu- 
tion abroad, precisely as it has done here. 

American exports consist of more than 
goods. Ideas— the kind of ideas that help 
to improve living standards for all — are 
among them.

VIRGINIA BEACH — If Vir- 
ginia Beach should ever face a 
disaster that would necessitate 
fullscale evacuation, radio com- 
munications through East Caro- 
lina would establish southern 
evacuation routes that would 
lead to safety. 

At a recent radio communica- 
tions test conducted by the 
Beach Amateur Radio Club in 
conjunction with Civil Defense, 
local officials spoke with the 
East Carolina Emergency Net- 
work and cemented such disas- 
ter plans. 

With about 40 operators in the 
Carolina network monitoring the 
talks, local Civil Defense offi- 
cials determined that the East 
Carolina area would be used as 
an evacuation route to the south 
for Virginia Beach. 

Radio equipment installed 
here at city hall during the 
Cuban crisis will, enable local 
Civil Defense volunteers to 
keep track of the entire evacu- 
ation movement. The emer- 
gency equipment was installed 
by the club and some of the 
individual members. 
The first communications test 
was so successful that the East 
Carolina Network requested a 
schedule so that their Civil De- 
fense officials might contact the 
local volunteers.

sponsibilities and intramural 
athletic opportunities, giving 
maximum opportunity for par- 
ticipation in extra-curricular 
activities to both resident and 
commuter students. Even the 
provision > for having meals in 
small, quiet dining rooms rath- 
er than large and noisy "mesa 
halls" is considered an impor- 
tant factor in. protecting the 
dignity of the iridividual. 

One trustee, a professional 
educator, has commented that 
the village plan is designed to 
"take the sting out of mass edu- 
cation." 

It embodies, he said, the kind 
of educational philosophy rec- 
ommended as a result of recent 
high-level studies of educational 
needs and would make possible 
"the kind of education that 
more nearly gets to the individ- 
ual student." 

"This is the kind of educa- 
tional institution everyone will 
be looking for in twenty years," 
he said. 

The consensus among the 
trustees is that this type of cam- 
pus would serve equally well 
both the sponsoring religious 
denomination and the rapidly- 
growing metropolis in which it 
will be centrally-located. 

The plan would take full ad- 
vantage of the wooded areas and 
other esthetic values of the pro- 
posed site, approximately 300 
acres of farmland less than a 
mile northeast of the intersec- 
tion of Military Highway and 
Virginia Beach Boulevard. 

The trustees also are pleased 
with the flexibility permitted by 
relative smallness of the build- 
ings. There would be no mas- 
sive dormitories or other large 
and costly buildings to be fitted 
into tight building schedules. 
Construction could proceed in 
carefully - planned, economical 
stages. 

Initial construction schedules 
probably would provide for the 
erection of one academic village 
and a sufficient number of 
buildings in the central com- 
plex to care for an expected 
first-year, enjo^meoU ok -about 
500 students. 

The starting date for con- 
struction depends upon the out- 
come of an approaching cam- 
paign for regional financial 
support. It is hoped that the col- 
lege will be ready for its first 
year of operation in the fall of 
1964. The Methodist Church al- 
ready has pledged approximate- 
ly $1,750,000 toward the project. 
Architectural firms submit- 
ting the master plan to the trus- 
tees were Shriver and Holland 
of Norfolk and Perkins and Will 
of Chicago. The vital over-all 
planning which has now been 
accepted is in large- part the 
fruit of many years of experi- 
ence in college and university 
planning accumulated by the 
Chicago firm. '

Cold weather costs rise sharply 
for those in the fuel oil business. 
They have to add delivery 
trucks, employ additional per- 
sonnel, and take on many other 
extra expenses to meet the 24- 
hour-a-day needs of their cus- 
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tomers. To keep your tank 
filled, the man way back at the 
beginning of the chain — the 
producer of fuel oil — must pay 
higher refining and transporta- 
tion costs to send a steady sup- 
ply to the storage depots. Re- 
sulting price increases, how- 
ever, often mark only a restora- 
tion to previous winter price 
levels, the Institute says. 

In addition, heating oil is ex- 
pensive for the industry to 
store. This helps to explain why 
its price goes down in summer. 
During the hot months, oilmen 
give their customers a price 
break to induce homeowners to 
aid in storage by filling the 
home tank. This is similar to 
the cycle in industries like the 
retail clothing industry which 
sell off-season merchandise at a 
reduction avoiding storage — but 
then prices go up to normal 
again when the new season 
arrives. 

Regardless of these seasonal 
changes heating oil has kept the 
overall price line better than 
any other fuel, the Institute 
says. According to the consum- 
er price index over the last 
available 5 year period — 1955- 
61— oil increased 2.7 per cent in 
price, gas 20.6 per cent, solid 
fuels 8.2 and electricity 4.7. All 
items combined increased 10 
per cent. 

The Institute adds that "oil 
has increased its bargain value 
by improvements in refining and 
equipment over the last ten 
years which have helped cut the 
winter requirements for the 
average American home by 20 
per cent, or from 1,832 gallons 
to 1,458. At the same time retail 
services have been stepped up, 
adding further oil heat values." 

"Oil," says the Institute, "will 
be one of the best home bar- 
gains, this winter, for the 65,- 
000,000 Americans kept comfort- 
able with oil heat. It is a better 
product at fair prices controlled 
by the best agency ever — name- 
ly the natural forces in the 
market of supply and demand."

The operator 
shall be required to furnish each 
fisherman a bill of sale, includ- 
ing the name of fisherman, date, 
species, and number of trout 
creeled. The fisherman shall 
retain this bill of sale as long 
as the fish are in his possession 
and a duplicate shall remain 
with the operator and be made 
available for inspection by all 
authorized Commission person- 
nel. 



75 — It shall be lawful to use 
trot lines or set poles statewide, 
with the exception of stocked 
trout waters, for the purpose of 
taking non-game fish and tur- 
tles, provided no live bait is 
used. 



Regulation 112, which pro- 
hibits the use of Baltimore 
minnows for bait in the public 
impounded waters of the State, 
is hereby rescinded. 



Regulation 53, which permits 
the taking of non-game fish with 
fish traps and pots by dip net 
permit holders, is hereby re- 
scinded.

Princess Anne County con- 
ducts 14 special classes that en- 
able these educable children 
to learn in smaller groups with 
individual instruction and, 
through these advantages, de- 
velops them into self-sufficient 
citizens. 

The classes are divided into 
three age groups primary, for 
those between the* ages of 7 and 
10; intermediates for 11 through 
13; and junior high, 14 through 
16. The county hopes in the 
near future to set up a senior 
high class to accommodate the 
more advanced students. 

The goal in this special adu- 
cation la to get the youngsters 
ready for on-the-job training 
so that they might lead nor- 
mal, uteful livos. 
They learn to read and write 
(though some are never able to 
get above the first or second 
grade level), make out checks, 
drive an automobile and many 
of the other functions necessary 
for every-day living. 

Girls are prepared for home- 
making through instructions in 
sewing, cooking and purchasing 
and the boys are taught the 
mechanics of woodworking skills 
so that they might earn a living 
**w themselves and their fami- 
lies. 

Classroom procedure is de- 
voted more to these skills than 
to scholastic credits because 
most of the students will never 
reach the average sixth grade 
level. Through careful instruc- 
tion they are taught responsibil- 
ity, good work habits and 
healthy attitudes that will help 
them take their place in society. 
The , first special class was 
started in the county eight 
years ago in Kempsville Elemen- 
tary School. Today nearly 200 
youngsters are enrolled in the 
classes and since the groups 
must be limited to 16 students, 
most of the classes are filled. 

Though some of the children 
were enrolled by cognizant par- 
ents, most of them were deter- 
mined by the teacher, principal 
and school psychologist after 
enrolling in regular • classes 
They are placed in the special 
groups only after careful screen- 
ing. 

Included in Total Program 
Even though the children are 
taught in separate Classrooms in 
an individual manner they are 
never made to feel segregated 
from other students. They are 
included in choral, art, physical 
education, and home economics 
groups and take part in library 
and assembly programs. They 
are integrated into the total 
school program; a move that 
helps them with social graces.

PRBICESS ANNE— Circuit Court Judge Robert S. Wahab 
ruled Thursday the Board of Supervisors cannot withhold build- 
ing permits from a subdivision developer solely on the grounds 
that he failed to make street improvements. The ruling represents 
a victory for R. Glover Miller, 



developer of Lynnwood, who 
was fined $100 in County Court 
early this year on a charge of 
violating the subdivision ordin- 
ance. The fine later was dis- 
missed on an appeal to Circuit 
Court. 

Miller, through attorney Wil- 
liam L. Parker, filed a separate 
action in Circuit Court challeng- 
ing the Princes* Anne County 
subdivision ordinance. It was 
this suit on which the judge 
ruled Thursday. 

Although Judge Wahab up- 
held the validity of the subdi- 
vision ordinance as a whole, he 
granted Miller the relief asked. 
Miller filed his Circuit 
Court wit last March against 
the Board of Supervisors, Di- 
rector of Planning F. Mason 
Carnage, County Engineer S. 
T. Barker Jr. and Charles M. 
Pitt, county enforcement of- 
ficer. . 

The county subdivision ordi- 
nance was adopted in December 
1862. In July 1953 a plat of Mil- 
lar's property was admitted to 
record. 

In May 1961 the Board of 
Supervisors ordered that the is- 
suance of building permits to 
Miller cease until road improve- 
ments in Lynnwood were made 
to the satisfaction of the county 
engineer and the State Highway 
Department. 

Judge Wahab's ruling upsets 
the theory that once a subdivid- 
er records a plat he is obligated, 
at any time the enforcement of- 
ficer so desires, to improve the 
streets to state specifications. 
The court ruled that the limit 
to which the ordinance can go 
is to require an agreement, se- 
cured by bond if county officials 
saw fit, to improve streets in 
advance of recordation. 

In dismissing the warrant, the 
court ruled that the mere fail- 
ure to improve streets in a sub- 
division does not constitute a 
penal offense under the ordi- 
nance. 

In his order, Judge Wahab 
held "The Board of Supervisors 
may not lawfully instruct the 
building inspector or, others 
charged with the duty of pass- 
ing en such permits to refuse 



to issue permits based solely on 
the fact that the subdivider has 
failed to comply with section six 
(B) of the subdivision ordinance. 
Accordingly, the building inspec- 
tor of the county charged with 
the duty of issuing building per- 
mits are enjoined and restrained 
from refusing to issue permits 
solely on this ground." 

Section six (B) sets forth the 
specifications of street improve- 
ments required within subdivi- 
sions* of five or more lots. 

Asst. Commonwealth's Attor- 
ney Stanley A. Phillips repre- 
sented the county. 

Although the Princess Anne 
Board of Supervisors will cease 
to exist after Princess Anne 
County merges with Virginia 
Beach Jan. 1 most of the county 
ordinances which do not con- 
flict with state or Virginia Beach 
laws will continue in force.

government of the United States 
of America, we trust that the 
following questions will not 
serve to antagonize you. On the 
contrary, it is hoped that you 
will understand and appreciate 
our earnest and sincere effort 
to do everything possible to 
eliminate any inadvertent em- 
ployment of a Communist. . . . 
Please answer truthfully in the 
form of a sworn affidavit, the 
following questions." 

1. If employed by the City of 
Virginia Beach, are you willing 
to sign truthfully and accurate- 
ly the non-Communist oath re- 
quired to complete all appoint- 
ments? 

2. Will you support the Con- 
stitution of the United States 
and of the Commonwealth of 
Virginia? 

3. Are you a member of the 
Communist Party? 

4. Do you believe in the over- 
throw of the government of the 
United States or of the Com- 
monwealth of Virginia by force 
or violence? 



5. Are you knowingly a mem- 
ber of any organization or party 
which believes in or teaches, di- 
rectly or indirectly, the over- 
throw of the government of the 
United States or of Virginia by 
force or violence?

Wheat Program 
Deadline Friday 

PRINCESS ANNE — Friday, 
December 14, is the last day for 
farmers to sign under the special 
voluntary 1963 wheat program. 

In Princess Anne County 
through December 10 shows a 
total of 50 wheat-producing 
farms signed up to divert 452.0 
wheat acres to conserving uses, 
according to Mr. Dudley, Chair- 
man, Agricultural Stabilization 
and Conservation County Com- 
mittee. This diversion is about 
12% of the acres of allotments 
or small-farm bases on signed 
farms. 

"There has been some pickup 
in the rate of signup in recent 
weeks," the Chairman stated, 
"but it would be unfortunate if 
operators of wheat farms who 
really wanted to participate in 
the wheat stabilization programs 
were unable to because they let 
the signup period slip by with- 
out filing an application. 

"The sooner such wheat op- 
erators come in to the ASCS 
Count Office, the better and 
quicker service they will ob- 
tain. As the December 14 dead- 
line draws closer, the more 
crowded the county office will 
be. Operators are urged to go 
to the office now, so their ap- 
plications may be filed without 
undue delay." 

Under the program, farmers 
who reduce wheat acreage by 
from 20 to 50 percent will earn 
income - maintaining payments 
equal to 50 percent of the coun- 
ty loan rate (reflecting the $1.82 
national average) on the normal 
production of the diverted wheat 
acreage. Special provisions ap- 
ply to small farms. 

Participating farmers will be 
eligible for wheat price-support 
loans or purchase, agreements 
at a national average of $1.82 
per bushel. In addition, they will 
receive a price-support payment 
of 18 cents per bushel on the 
normal production of the farm's 
1963 wheat acreage. 

Farmers who participate in 
the wheat program must divert 
all of the acreage signed up in 
order to be eligible for price 
support or for acreage diversion 
or price-support payments, Mr. 
Dudley explained.

Mr. Kellam's enthusiasm was 
evident. His advice, assistance 
and encouragement has been 
invaluable *to the group. 

The land in question that the 
ladies were interested in seemed 
tied up in "red tape." Mr. Jor- 
dan A. Pugh HI, one of the trus- 
tees for an estate that owns 
large blocks of property in Oce- 
an Park area, gave the group 
the "go ahead" on this project. 

The proposed park consists of 
five acres of land near the 
Lynnhaven Bridge, just off 
Shore Drive (Route 60) about 
three blocks, in the section 
known as Ocean Park.

In 1937, several business lead- 
ers in Waynesboro, Virginia, 
were concerned because, while 
the city of Waynesboro, even 
during the depression had a 
large industrial payroll income, 
the volume was being spent out 
of town.

Realizing that the State De- 
partment of Education provided 
training for industry, those bus- 
inessmen contacted Richmond 
with their problem.

Miss Ber- 
nard's professional braining in 
retailing at the Research Bureau 
for Retail Training at the Uni- 
versity of Pittsburg, as well as 
her successful experience in 
personnel, merchandising, and 
store management made her 
the ideal specialist for such an 
undertaking. 

Miss Bernard, upon her arrival 
in Waynesboro, met with a com- 
mittee of merchants aldng with 
the editor of the local news- 
paper, to discuss the problem. 
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It decided that a survey of 
customers be made to determine 
why they went out of town to 
buy. A group of club women 
agreed to help secure the an- 
swers to a questionnaire on cus- 
tomer buying habits. 

While the club women were 
surveying the customers to de- 
termine their buying habits, 
Miss Bernard made a survey of 
the stores. The combination of 
efforts indicated two major 
th.ngs: What the customers 
wanted from the stores and the 
salespeople along with what 
problems confronted store man- 
agement and employees. 

The surveys showing the 
training needs in retaiVng in 
Waynesboro coupled with an 
analysis of the jobs of retail- 
ers, provided the basis for a 
distributive education pro- 
gram for store management 
and for salespeople. 
Classes were offered through 
the Waynesboro Public Schools. 
Meetings for employees were 
hid on store time in a" leading 
department store. Salespeople 
studied human relations, selling, 
merchandise information, stock- 
keeping and othe rsubjects. Man- 
agers of stores met in the eve- 
nings at the high school to dis- 
cuss how they could improve 
their personnel practices, mer- 
chandising, advertising and cus- 
tomer relations.

What ^Livestock Management 
In a /recent article, George 
Litton, Head of the VPI Animal 
Husbandry Department, said 
that correct management was 
needed if feeder calves are to 
pay for a high priced bull — 
but he did not define correct 
ma n agem ent. This prompted a 
letter from a reader, taking Mr. 
Litton to task tor this over- 
sight. Hence, Mr, Utton had to 

»piy. 

I thought Mr. Litton's answer 
to his reader was very appropri- 
ate, good enough to pass on to 
you. 

Litton's Answer 

Livestock management is 
knowing two days before an 
animal gets sick that it is going 
to, and thereby avoiding sick- 
ness. 

Livestock management it 
providing the right amount of 
space in the feed trough and the 
correct number of holes in the 
watering device; it is using good 
bulls, vaccinating for blackleg 
and treating pinkeye. It is pro- 
viding balanced rations, good 
hay and salting regularly. It is 
moving quietly among cattle, 
being friendly, repairing fence*, 
sampling the Son. It is buying 
fertilizer, refinancing notes, 
calfhood dehorning. 

It can't be said in a para- 
graph or two, for livestock man- 
agement is spraying for flies, 
trimming feet, changing pas- 
tures, dipping navel cords. It is 
training a cow or horse, filling 
silos, buying protein supple- 
ment, planning a field day, and 
going to a cattle sale. Livestock 
management is the promotion 
of comfort, attention to details, 
making them happy. 

It is culling cows, mowing hay 
on time, cutting thistles, filling 
ditches. It is preparation for the 
breeding season, milking a cow 
that gives too much for the calf 
or hanging a new gate. It is 
planning a crop rotation, re- 
pairing a mower, hiring a ten- 
ant, and selling a 4-H or FFA 
a good calf. 

The old cliche says that "man" 
in the word management is 
what counts, for if you take out 
that element, all you have left 
is agement and anybody can get 
old. Man is important but he is

This is the Houm, unique in the 
whole year. Twenty-seven times 
the calendar has rolled around the 
circle of months to this hour of 
Christmas Eve. It is always the same 
and always different. The b les sed 
sameness is in die old house, which 
is oar home, and the Christmas tree, 
the gifts piled ben e a t h it ready for 
tomorrow; it is in the quiet of the 
night when all are asleep except the 
two— or, as now, the one, myself; 
it is in the great stone chimney piece 
by which I sit and the row of stock- 
ings hanging there. There have al- 
ways been the stockings at this hour. 
The only t fi ffrir^T has been in the 
number and ate sues. 

They are limp and empty at this 
moment, but I shall 611 them. And 
while I fill them, my mind, as 
always, goes back over the years 
when in tms room, by this chimney 
piece, we have filed the children's 
stockings. It is the final preparation 
for Christmas Even when the chil- 
dren grew big enough to scoff at 
Santa Oaus, even when they were 
big enough to go away to school and 
then to college, we never let them 
share this last hour of Christmas 
Eve and the fining of the stockings. 
This was our hour, the hour of re- 
call and reflection, of private laugh- 
ter and tenderness. We remembered, 
as I remember tonight, the incidents 
which made up the year so soon to 




be ended. We compared the children 
of this year with what they were the 
year before, the stockings bigger. 
How can boys have such enormous 
feet? Have we enough to fill them? 
These were annual cries. We always 
had enough, however big the feet 
were. And how small they were at 
first! There are still small ones, and 
die smallest now belongs to the 
newest baby, the tiny son of my 
daughter. And the row of stockings 
grows longer, five little stockings be- 
longing to five little boys, and three 
tittle stockings belonging to three 
little girls, all the children of my 
children, hanging between the long 
t*iyH«gf of their mothers and the 
big-footed socks of their fathers. 
Here beside my chair are piled 
the gifts that I shall put into the 
stockings.

Here are some delicious Christmas 
decorations to add to your regular 
stock, and they're easy and fun to make 
right at home. Take an afternoon off from 
the rush, dear the kitchen table, and let a 
gumdrop tree grow before your eyes! You 
can work alone if you want to, or you can 
get the whole family in on the project. 
With a little management, you'll have 
enough gumdrops to make your decoration 
and satisfy hungry helpers. The trees can 
cost leas than $3 to make, and they're 
hardy, if you can control your appetite, 
so they can be used for several seasons. 

For the working base, you get a cone 
of Styrofoam or similar polystyrene 
foam, anywhere from nine to 12 
inches tan (available from $1 up, 
depending on size, at your florist 
or five-and-ten.) The stand can 
be a block of wood or a small 
vase or a jam pot filled with 
pebbles. There's bound to 
be something around the 
house that will do. 

You will need two 
yards of brightly col- 
ored material for 
covering each cone. 
Red and green 
velvets are espe- 
cially festive, 
but if you've already got some good scraps 
put away in your sewing drawer, use them. 
Now for the gumdrops: Allow a couple 
of pounds per tree. You can choose either 
large or small ones, but it's best not to mix 
the sizes when you're beginning. And an 
added hint: gumdrops that have been out 
in the air and got hard are easier to work 
with than the fresh, slightly sticky ones. 
Make sure that the colors of the candy har- 
monize with the material you've chosen 
for the covering. 

Now, cut your cloth into strips about 
three inches wide and six to eight inches 
long. Drape the strips of doth on the cone, 
using regular straight pins to fasten the 
material in easy folds. This gives an opu- 
lent feeling when the doth peeps out from 
among the gumdrops.. Be sure to leave 
for a dozen or so gumdrops

between each strip of the cloth. 

You can get the children to help you 
with die next step: Spear each bright gum- 
drop with a toothpick and push it into rh^ 
cone between the sections of doth. Put the 
candy close together so the cone under- 
neath doesn't show through. And for an 
added touch of holiday spirit, you can 
scatter small Christmas balls among the 
gumdrops or sprigs of pine or golden leaves 
—or anything else that happens to strike 
your fancy. 

The gumdrop wreath is made the same 
way, except that you start with a circu- 
lar foam base. It's best, also, to "wire" 
the wreath for extra support. A coat 
hanger will do the job. Bend the 
hanger into a circular shape to fit 
the back of the wreath and fasten 
it in several places by wrapping 
picture wire around the base. 
From then on, you can fol- 
low the same directions as 
for the tree. And you'll 
probably want to add a 
big red or green vdvet 
bow to your finished 
wreath. 

Gumdrop trees 
can go anywhere 
in the house.. Use 
pairs of medi- 
um-sized ones for your table or mantel- 
piece, along with sweet-smelling ev e rgr e en 
branches or shiny holly. Or hang a wreath 
on the door, glowing with fruit and gilded 
nuts and frosty pink and green and yellow 
gumdrops. A big, big gumdrop tree can be 
the center of your living-room window ar- 
rangement, or a wreath can decorate a tray 
of sand tarts or Lebkuchen. Or use several 
small trees in the "garden" under your Christ- 
mas tree, beside the electric-train tracks. 
A gumdrop wreath, with tall candles 
around it, will make an unusual center- 
piece for your holiday table. For a party, 
use a large wreath as the base around the 
punch bowl. 

Whatever you decide to make, gumdrop 
trees and wreaths will be appealing decora- 
tions — such sweet and pleasant fruits "as

less days and nights I spent conveying the 
very youthful youth of western America to 
and from the unbelievable number of 
social and educational affairs they engage 
in. They do more traveling than a Secretary 
of State. And all the way by car. 

Let me share one precious memory. If 
it does not chill the cockles of your heart, 
you have never been at the helm of a car 
being pooled. I can add that the memory 
goes back more than 10 years, and it is as 
fresh and ugly today as it was then. 

Nursery-school car pool. The kids were 
two- and three-year olds, and nursery 



school was the first big event of their lives. 
The first time away from Mother. ^ 

The first three were no problem. But 
before the fourth passenger— a demure 
little girl— came aboard she had to be un- 
stuck from her mother. It was something 
like carding wool. 

When she did get into the car, she gave 
me a baleful look.

I carried that car pool every school 
morning for three months. And every 
morning little Miss Borgia gave me a 
poisonous look along with her, "I don't 
like you."

My work 
fell off. I snarled at blameless co-workers. 
It was a good thing summer came and the 
nursery school ceased or no telling what 
would have happened to my career.

tival of the winter solstice, and found this hap- 
pily appropriate. "For the winter solstice," he 
points out, "is the tune when the day begins to in- 
crease and light to triumph over darkness. Surely 
the old-time fathers may well have been moved to 
see the relation between this long-established natu- 
ral truth and the new spiritual truth symbolized by 
the birth of Christ, the light of the soul." 

Religious observances are not, however, without 
their difficulties. In line with the Supreme Court 



decision that the use of formal prayer in public 
schools is unconstitutional, objections were raised 
in Skokie, Illinois, to putting up a life-size creche 
on town property, which had been a custom for 
years. This, it was said, amounted to using public 
property to support a purely religious symbol. 
Some very hot words were exchanged at a town 
meeting, at which the authorities had difficulty in 
Keeping order, before it was decided that the 
creche could stay. 



Perhaps our editor in Marietta, Georgia, 
summed up as well as could be done the special 
meaning of Christmas for suburban communities. 
"Christmas," he said, "is a very real spiritual ex- 
perience in a small town, and Marietta, though 
now a thriving suburb, is still a small town at 
heart." Our Christmas wish for all towns is that 
they will never grow so big and become so bustling 
that they will not remain small towns at heart at 
Christmas time.

hree Acres 
Under Glass

This MQfcrTH I rmgw^ Qarrtrrrc at Ken* 
nett Square, Pennsylvania, just across 
the border from Wilmington, Delaware, 
will have three and a half acres of glass- 
houses filled with a winter treasure of all 
kinds— -narcissus and iris and African 
daisies, cactus, tropicals, orchids, fruit 
trees— whatever you are looking for, you'll 
find it here. 

In the great Main Conservatory, Decem- 
ber brings a splashy red and green display. 
Masses of large red poinsettias burgeon 
against a background of two large lawns— 
the indoor lawns at Longwood are legend- 
ary—and over the lush green grass, tree 
ferns wave their great delicate fronds, in- 
different to the cold and snow outside. Mu- 
sic of the season is played here from mid- 
December into January, and many hun- 

t 
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dreds of people stop on their way home 
from shopping or holiday parties to enjoy 
the peace and beauty of this great plant 
house, and go on their way refreshed. 

At all times of the year visitors flock to 
Longwood from all over the country — 
when we were last there we counted license 
plates from 16 states, including Hawaii — 
but the grounds are so extensive that even 
on peak days they never seem crowded. 

Horticulture has been a tradition theaj 
since the early 1800s, when the original 
owners began to assemble their arboretum, 
and as you walk through the grounds you 
come upon magnificent old specimens of 
Kentucky coffee tree, paulownia, magnolia, 
ginkgo, and copper beech. The conserva- 
tories were added by the last owner, the 
late Pierre S. Du Pont, who lived at Long-

wood for 30 years and finally endowed it 
as a foundation in 1937. He also built the 
ballroom where today horticultural organi- 
zations meet for conferences, and the pub- 
lic attends bee lectures or listens to organ 
recitals. The classes for home gardeners are 
especially popular, and in the summer con- 
certs and musicals are given in a large 
outdoor theater. 

Orchids are in bloom at Longwood every 
week, of the year; there is a special dry 
greenhouse for cacti and succulent plants; 
and the tropical-plant display and the Trop- 
ical Terrace are in other glasshouses which 
must be kept as moist ami warm as a rain 
forest. In the Banana House you will al- 
ways find either blooms or fruit and some- 
times both. The Rose House is exciting to 
*sit at this time of year, when the many 
hybrid teas are beginning to bloom again 
after their late-autumn rest, with brilliant 
bougainvillea apd other subtropical vines 
climbing above them. In late December, 
too, the acacias are beginning to flower in 
the Acacia Passage, and by mid-January 
they are like a burst of fragrant sunlight. 

The Camema House is best in February 



and March, though some camellias may be 
in bloom now. April and May are the 
months for the rhododendrons and the 
Azalea Conservatory, while the green- 
houses devoted to grapes and espaliered 
fruits are most interesting to visit in the 
spring and summer. 

The flower gardens are wonderfully re- 
warding, too, from earliest spring until 
frost nips the late chrysanthemums. The 
Lilac Collection, the Flower Walks, the 
Peony Garden, 'the Maze, and the Rock 
Garden offer their separate delights, and 
the Cutting Garden is profitable to visit. 

Longwood's water gardens are equal to 
the best in Italy. Just below the Main Con- 
servatory two "canals" with many water 
jets are found, while on the lowest level are 
great pools with more jets inside an ilex 
border and level lawns, framed by pleached 
Norway maples, squarely clipped like enor- 
mous hedges. Every Wednesday and Sun- 
day evening at dusk, from mid-May to mid- 
October a free Fountain Display is offered. 
At the height of the show about 10,000 gal- 
lons of water per minute are being thrown 
into the air. 

Near the Information Center there is a 
large vegetable and herb garden where new 
varieties are constantly being tried out and 
compared with the good old stand-bys. 

In short, we urge you to see and enjoy 
Longwood Gardens. Whether you go now 
for the holiday displays or at any other 
season of the year, it is worth a trip across 
the continent

In addition, Mr. Seelye turns out woodwork for 
the house in his workshop in the basement. He de- 
signed and made the inside and outside walnut 
balcony rails and the exterior ornaments. 

The dream of building the chalet began two 
years ago when the Seelyes went to Europe and 
fell in love with Swiss gables and balconies and 
rich wooden interiors. They came home, put their 
dreams on paper, made scale models, assembled 
their treasures, and proceeded to build. The happy 
result is the chalet, with its sturdy white-brick 
chimney and cross-paned double windows, nestled, 
as it should be, on a steep grassy slope. 

Mrs. Seelye emphasizes that their house isn't an 
attempt to reproduce an actual Swiss chalet but 
rather to capture the spirit of one.

"Cheap Drugs Come High" 



Above is the title of an editorial in the 
November 1 2 issue ©f the American Medic- 
al Association News. Here are excerpts— 
ifcey tell of a deal that should not be 
repeated: 

"In 1959 the Military Medical Supply 
Agency, a unit within the U. S. Dept. of 
Defense, announced that it was buying 
drugs from Italian firms because they Were 
cheaper than American drugs . . . 

"Last month eight men were indicted in 
New York on charges of stealing cultures 
of tetracycline from a U.S. firm for the use 
of an Italian firm. The AMA News learned 
that out of $6,844,555 worth of foreign 
drugs purchased by the MMSA since 1 959, 
$5,219,196 went to Italian firms for tet- 
racycline .... 

There was never any reason to believe 
that the purchase of foreign drugs would 
save money for U.S. taxpayers. Prices are 



lower in Italy because labor and materials 
are cheaper. These foreign products come 
into the country on government ships and 
free of import duties. U.S. teams must be 
sent abroad to inspect plants. Federal, state 
and local governments lose income tax 
revenue, and the jobs of American workers 
are threatened. 

"But the total cost of these foreign drugs 
cannot be calculated in dollars and cents. 
The clanger t6 research incentive, and thus 
to the health of Americans, is real and con- 
siderable. U. S. drug manufacturers spend 
millions annually to develop new life-sav- 
ing products. Italian firms, with no patent 
protection and free to pirate drugs without 
payment of royalties, do little orignal re- 
search. Of the 176 important drug dis- 
coveries since 1 875 ... not one has come 
from Italy. We don't believe American tax- 
payers would knowingly agree to pay this 
high price for cheap drugs." 



Don't Sell U.S. Short 



Secretary of the Interior Udall lays heavy 
stress on me progress of Russia's electric 
power project, and says we must keep 
ahead of the Sovets in the energy field. Mr. 
Udell has quoted the Soviet minister of 
power stations as saying that they hope to 
overtake us in the energy race during the 
1970-80 period. The Associated Press 
quotes Mr. Udall as adding, "This is the 
challenge which I have termed 'the energy 
race' and it entails much more than mere 
generation and consumption, of electric 
energy. It entails the ability of our nation 
te maintain an economic system that can 
compete effective not only w4th the-£p/ri- 
munist-bJoc countries but also with the 
reinvigorated economies of the Western 
world." 

it is certainly essential to watch Soviet 
developments in the field of energy output. 
But it can serve no good purpose if, while 
dojng this, we underestimate and minimize 
our own achievements. Energy output in 
thij; country, measured by per capita con- 
sumption or any other reasonable baro- 
meter, is far ahead of that of the Soviet 



Union. Also, according to the leading 
authorities of the world, we are far ahead 
in the complex research and experiment 
concerned with how we can most economc- 
ally and efficiently produce energy from 
nuclear sources. It is understandable that 
Russia's energy growth, measured on a 
percentage basis, will exceed ours at pre- 
sent for Russia started from a very low 
base. When you start from virtually no- 
where to go somewhere the percentage 
rate of progress can be enormous— and also, 
enormously misleading. 

In this connection a statement by D. S. 
Kennedy, in an Edison Electric Institute 
Bulletin published in early 1960, is signi- 
ficant. He wrote, "In any country electricity 
is produced to meet the demands for it . . . 
Building power capacity in excess of actual 
needs will not, of itself, increase the total 
production of an economic system. Indeed, 
this may be wasteful of capital and mater- 
ials that might be better used in other 
segments of the economy." 

Don't sell this country short while re- 
cognizing Russia's progress.

Christmas is • happy time of 
Qse year, especially when chiT- 
dren are around, but its happi- 
ness can be destroyed by acci- 
dents. There are a number of 
things that should be checked 
carefully. 

When fire salts are thrown on 
a glowing log they cause beau- 
tiful multi-colored flames. How- 
ever, since one of their ingredi- 
ents is arsenic, they should be 
kept out of the reach of chil- 
dren. Christmas tree icicles are 
40% tin and 80% lead, neither 
of which is easily absorbed in 
the digestive tract. Parents 
should keep to a minimum the 
chances of accidental poisoning 
and should know some basic 
first aid rules in case of acci- 
dent. 

Paper and dry greens, both 
used widely in decorating for 
the holiday, are highly flam- 
mable. Use flame-proof crepe 
paper, and be sure to keep burn- 
ing candles away from both it 
and greenery. 

Toys for very small children 
should have no sharp edges or 
removable parts, and should not 
be breakable. As during the 
rest of the year, toys must 
be kept off steps and out of 
traffic areas such as hallways 
and doorways.

If the store seems to have 
a so-what attitude, if it is un- 
tidy, or if it is unexciting, the 
people probably are the same. 
m the last analysis, this means 
the store reflects the personality 
of the owner or manager. After 
all, he's the one who chooses 
the other people. 

Store personality means a lot 
to us in our shopping. Is the 
produce counter neat, tidy, and 
attractive? If so, the chances are 
good the produce gets good care 
in the back room. Is shelf stock 
rotates whether it's perishable 
items like milk, meat, and pro- 
duce or whether it's less perish- 
able items like canned foods? 
If so, it is probably also rotates 
in the back room. Does the store 



have a brisk, efficient air? If so, 
yeu^% probably not paying for 
a lot of inefficiency. 

If* a lot of tea to study a 
stores personality, tint, you 
^nottes one thing, then two, then 
four, and so 04 You soon find 
that stores, again like people, 
are never all good «r all bad. 
All have some personality traits 
you like, all have some that 
dont Impress you. 

It is also "interesting to see 
how personality can change from 
department to department in 
some stores. How often have 
you heard a neighbor say, "I 
buy everything there but my 
meat. I get my meat across the 
street,"

Carols Started 



Today's Christmas carol is a 
domesticated descendant of a 
lively folk dance. 

The carol started out in the 
Middle Ages as a circular coun- 
try dance, called a "carole" in 
French, according to World 
Book Encyclopedia. Some of 
the early Christians looked 
askance at dancing, however,, 
and tiie carol soon lost its steps. 

The lyrics of the songs that 
had accompanied the dance be- 
gan to change, too, and even- 
tually the "macaronic" style ap- 
peared. This consisted of tack- 
ing a Latin phrase, on to the 
popular lines, so that the people 
sang: 

Make we joy now in this feast 

In qua Ohristus natus est 
They didn't necessarily under- 
stand the Latin, although it car- 
ried on the sense of the song, 
but the stately Latin words 
gave them a religious image. 

In 1223 St. Francis of Assisrt 
started the custom of placing a 
creche, or miniature Nativity 
scene, in the church at Christ- 
mas time. People began to act 
out the events of the Nativity- 
one of the steps in the develop- 
ment of mystery plays — and 
then to compose carols to sing 
with the plays. These led to the 
French noels, strictly Christmas

PRINCESS ANNE — Haycox 
Construction Company was 
awarded a contract to build West 
Plaza Elementary School Tues^ 
day by the Princess Anne Coun- 
ty School Board.

Supervisors Tighten 
Subdivision Rules 



PRINCESS ANNE — The 
Princess Anne Board of Super- 
visors has tightened up the 
street-improvement requirement 
in the county subdivision ordin- 
ance after losing a court case 
to a builder. 

The supervisors on Monday 
approved an amendment to the 
ordinance which immediately: 

1. Prohibits the building in- 
spector from issuing permits for 
any building, if the builder has 
not filed a bond or agreement 
for street improvements, unless 
the recorded street involved has 
been improved and judged ade- 
quate by the county engineer 
or planning commission. 

2. Enables the governing body 
of the county to "institute any 
appropriate action or proceed- 
ings to prevent violation, to re- 
strain, correct, or abate such 
violation or attempted viola- 
tion ..." 

Although the Board of Super* 
visors will cease to exist when 
the county merges with Virginia 
Beach January 1, the ordinance 
will continue in effect in the 
county area of new Virginia 
Beach until amended or re- 
pealed. 

Earlier this month, R. Glover 
Miller, developer of I^mnwood, 
successfully challenged a Board 
of Supervisors' action holding 



up building permits because 
certain streets had not been 
improved. 

In ruling for Miller, Judge 
Wahab of Princess Anne Circuit 
Court said the mere failure to 
improve streets is not a penal 
offense under the ordinance. 

He also ruled that building 
permits < could not be withheld 
solely on those grounds under 
the original ordinance. 

Board Chairman S. Paul

Supervisor Kenneth Whitehurst 
to a Norfolk-area advisory com- 
mittee for the Manpower De- 
velopment and Training Act in 
Virginia.

Four new all-time Virginia 
Sport Fishing Records and three 
new Tournament records were 
set in the 5th annual six-month 
contest. A four toot six-inch king 
mackerel weighing 36-pounds 
wts boated off the Rappahan- 
nock River by James A. Stokes 
of Kilmarnock, Va., earning for 
him the Caster -line Sport 
Canter Trophy and a top spot 
fn the mackerel division of the 
Mrghna State Sport Fishing 
Records. Daniel P, Maurer 
jumped the state false albacore 
record from 18-pounds to 20* 
pounds 9 ounces winning the 
Akers Beverage Trophy with the 
334nch specimen boated off 
Cape Henry in June. Amberjack, 
not an official tourney 
made its first appear- 
ance in the Virginia State Rec- 
Ledger with a 38-pound 4- 
eunce specimen boated off Vir- 
ginia Beach by C. W. Wilson of 
Lynhurst, Va. A six-pound 4- 
ounce sea bass boated off Chin- 
coteague moves the Virginia 
Record up slightly for this 
species and earns the Cobb's 
Marina Trophy for N. F. Step- 
hens of Pittsburg, Pa. Another 
Virginia and Tourney record is 
the Seaboard Citizens National 
Bank Bluefin Trophy winner, W. 
R Hogge of Yorktown, Virginia, 
who boated his 72-pound 8-oz. 
bluefin while trolling off Chin- 
coteague in mid-July 

The bluefish division proved 
to be the most popular of the 
22 species contest with 507 reg- 
istered.

Victor W. Emery of Rumson, 
New Jersey may be the national 
as well as the 1062 State chan- 
nel bass champion with a 63-lb.

early June. Emery was assured 
of the City of Virginia Beach 
Trophy for the heaviest channel 
bass when the 63-pounder struck 
a bait of fresh peeler crab cast 
to the "break" in the surf of 
Ship Shoal Inlet from Capt.

Self-employed persons will 
pay an additional 7/10 of one 
per cent, or 70c on each one 
hundred dollars between $400 & 
$4800. The tax rate for 1963 will 
be $5.4%. 

There are quite a few sound 
reasons for the increase in the 
tax schedule. Old-age benefits 
are now payable to men age 62 
or older. The amount of work 
needed for eligibility has been 
lowered. The retirement test re- 
garding earnings after entitle- 
ment to benefits has been made 
easier. The minimum age 65 
benefits were raised to $40.00. 
Benefits for widows over 62 and 
for dependent parents were 
raised 10 percent. Disability 
benefits were made payable to 
those under 50 who qualified. 
Coverage was extended to more 
people. 

These provisions have bene- 
fited many people, directly or 
indirectly. They have helped to 
provide financial independence 
for elderly persons, and they 
have helped stimulate the na- 
tional economy. Of course, it's 
necessary to pay for these bene- 
fits, and that's the "why" of the 
increase.

Already the Committee has sev- 
eral projects underway, with 
one project already completed. 

Hie completed project is the 
4-H Market Lamb Project, under 
the direction of Committee 
Chairman, J. Curtis Payne. This 
climaxing show and sale of this 
project was held on December 
5, with tremendous success. The 
winning awards were spread 
well among the participants, 
and Tm told that the average 
sale price of the lambs was ap- 
proximately 30c a lb., which, 
in summary, is a good sale. 

Another project underway is 
the 4-H Junior Steer Project, 
under the direction of sub-com- 
mittee chairman, Howard Jones. 
This project started on Sept. 22, 
and will go through the first 
two weeks in May. This project 
will also be climaxed with a 
show and sale. 

Other projects that this com- 
mittee will engage in will be the 
sponsorship of the Miss Nemo- 
gold Contest, in Virginia Beach, 
and the promotion of the agri- 
cultural industry of this great 
city. 
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SOME OTHER THINGS 
I HAVE SEEN IN 1962. 

This department and its per- 
sonal work in many varied areas.' 
Not only in agriculture, but in 
day we will talk about these re- 
related agricultural fields. Some 
day we will talk about these re- 



lated fields* but now, let's de- 
vote our thinking to agriculture. 
I've seen this year tremen- 
dous changes In corn produc- 
tion. I've seen corn planted un- 
der the Wheel Track or Mini- 
mum Tillage Method, with tre- 
mendous success. I've seen the 
cost of production being re- 
duced from |5 to $12 per acre, 
with yields increased from 2 to 
10 bushels per aere. This new 
method, tried this year for the 
first time, can mean consider- 
able improvement in the income 
to our farmers. Also, I've seen 
considerable change in the 
method of producing silage. Our 
silage is of higher quality than 
ever before which results in 
better feeding of our dairy and 
beef cattle. 

I have also seen four new 
Sweet Potato varieties intro- 
duced into Princess Anne this 
year; this new varieties being 
Centennial, Gold Rush, Nugget, 
and V-2158. Some of these 
varieties are likely to find a 
home on some of our farms in 
future years, especially V-2158, 
Centennial and Gold Rush. 
These potatoes will put on the 
consumer's table a higher qual- 
ity sweet potato, as well as im- 
proving the yields, which in 
turn means more income for the 
farmer. 

I've seen beef cattle improve 
both in quality and in numbers 
during the year, with new herds 
being established, and increases 
in numbers on present herds. 
Tve seen better marketing, not 
only of cattle; but also of hogs, 
lambs, wool, vegetables, straw- 
berries, and sweet potatoes. 

Tve seen farmers spend money 
oh purchasing land, equipment, 
more fertilizer, more insecti- 
cides, better homes, new furni- 
ture, TV sets, and sending chil- 
dren to college. 

WAY OF LIFE TO A 
WAY OF BUSINESS 

And, finally, Tve seen farming 
change more this year than ever 
before, from just being a way 
of life to a business. Tve seen 
the farmer exchange his, office 
from the field to a pick up 
truck, or to an actual fann of- 
fice. I've seen the blue shirt 
come off, and the white shirt 
and tie go on. Tve seen a suit 
on the farmer, and most of all; 

I've seen the farmer as a part 
of the total industry of agricul- 
ture, do a better job this year 
of producing food and fiber to 
feed the nation's ever-increasing 
population than I've ever seen 
before. You know, the industry 
does have a great obligation to 
the American people, and this 
obligation is increasing each, 
year. So, as the end of '62 comes 
and as we look forward to '63, 
let us give thanks for all good 
things that have come; about, 
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not only this past year but all 
past years, and thank the people 
who have made these good 
things take place.

A large 
sprig of mistletoe was laid at 
the altar at Christmas. This 
small gesture, It is believed, was 
made to refer to God's healing 
power as symbolised by the 
plant's supposed medkinal qual- 
ities. 

Gradually, *he hanging of 
mistletoe became an accepted 
custom. The sprigs were always 
hung high because of an old be- 
lief thai the plant must never 
touch the ground. 

In earner days, and perhaps 
now— a girl kissed under the 
mistletoe waa considered lucky. 
A g4rl who was not so kissed was 
destined to remain unmarried 
for another year. After each 
kiss, the man plucked a white 
berry from the sprig and gave 
it to the girl. When the mistletoe 
was stripped of its berries, 
supposedly it lost it's mystic 
powers. 



If you're an optimist, you may 
want to save some of your 
Christmas gift plants until next 
year's holiday season. 

Poinsettias, cyclamen, and 
azaleas, and other plants can be 
saved; but generally the flowers 
the second year are disappoint- 
ing. However, if you want to 
save them and hope for the 
best, here are several sugges- 
tions- 

' After poinsettia flowers fade, 
cut the stems about six inches 
«krve tMe soil level and then 
store the plant in the basement 
or an area where it is warm and 
dry. In late spring repot it and 
place it outdoors. The new 
shoots should have the tips 
pinched off until mid-August 
As soon as night temperatures 
start to fall below 60 degrees

Bridge-Tunnel 
Has Attracted 
Many Visitors 

CHESAPEAKE BEACH — 
Visitors from throughout the 
United States and nine foreign 
countries have inspected tile 
huge Chesapeake Bay Bridge- 
Tunnel during two years of con- 
struction, bridge-tunnel Execu- 
tive Secretary J. Qyie Morris 
said today. 

The $200,000,000 project, big- 
gest of its kind, has drawn sci- 
entists, engineers, contractors, 
travel groups and writers for 
newspapers and magazines, Mor- 
ris said. 

In addition, thousands of 
motorists traveling the Ocean 
Hiway have watched construc- 
tion progress as they, crossed the 
bay on tijr Little Creek Ferries. 
The ferries parallel the route 
along which giant machines are 
bridging 17.6 miles of the oce- 
an's edge between the Norfolk- 
Virginia Beach area of Virginia 
and the tip of the Dehnarva 
Peninsula. 

Delegations from abroad have 
included representatives of Bel- 
gium, Canada, England, Ger- 
many, New Zealand, India, 
Japan, Spain and Sweden, Mor- 
ris reported. 

Particularly interested in the 
project was the director of the 
Railway Inspectorate of the 
British Ministry of Transport, 
which is concerned with plans to 
span the English Channel with 
twin tunnels, a bridge or a com- 
bination of both.

LOOKS LIKE A PRETTY GOOD 

YEAR AHEAD 

FOR BEEF PRODUCERS 

Smooth sailing ahead for beef 
cattle producers? Well, it sort 
of looks so to-me. 

In our annual look ahead at 
the farm economy, we see herd 
expansion, taking place at a 
fairly moderate rate, nearly 
equal to increases In consumer 
demand. As long as this con- 
tinues, relatively constant prices 
are expected for both feeder 
calves and fed cattle. Produc- 
ers will have, likewise, steady 
returns in feeding operations. 

The price of choice steers at 
Chicago, is expected to be be- 
tween $26 and $28 during most 
of 1963, with the low coming 
early in the year, and lasting for 
several months, and with the 
high coming late in summer, 
followed by a normal seasonal 
decline- The predicted prices for 
choice steers suggest an ex- 
pected average price of $27 to 
$30 for choice steers calves in 
Virginia's 1963 Feeder Calf 
Sales. 

For the first two quarters of 
1963, cattle prices will likely be 
slightly below prices for the 
same period of 1962. The de- 
cline will probably be greater 
fbr fed cattle than for non-fed 
cattle, because the supply of 
non-fed cattle is expected to be 
only slightly larger. The supply 
of fed cattle will 'likely be 6% 
to 8% above J962. Prices during 
the 3rd and 4th quarters of 1163 
are expected to be slightly high- 
er for fed cattle and somewhat 
lower for non-fed cattle than 
prices during the first half of 
the year. 

Feeder calf prices in 1963 are 
expected to be close to the 1962 
prices during the first half of 
the year, and below 1962 prices 
in the fall.

visited many businesses in the 
Virginia Beach area. I have ob- 
served many techniques' of 
merchandising, as well as having 
heard a great variety of com- 
ments from the managers and 
owners. The one remark that is 
outstanding in my mind at the 
present came from a manager of 
a prominent business here at 
the Beach. In repeating what he 
had heard a customer say, he 
had this to say, "I have been all 
over Norfolk trying to find this 
particular item yet I find that 
you have it here." 

I have heard this remark made 
by residents of the Beach. This 
causes me to wonder just how 
many potential consumers who 
have experienced this very 
thing. There must be a reason 
or reasons for the people to 
want to go elsewhere to shop. 
Why do people endanger their 
lives, tax their nerves fighting 
the traffic on the Boulevard and 
the crowds in the big city when 
the merchandise is available 
right here? 

Just a few days ago a mer- 
chandising manager told me 
that in his own mind something 
must be done if the smaller re- 
tail outlet is to compete with 
the discount houses. This gen- 
tleman said, '"The discount 
houses will get the bulk of the 
consumers." This, fronieal as 
it may sound, could conceivably 
become a diabolical reality un- 
less we become more competi- 
tive-minded.
